The iron and ate! industry is 
one of those which have been most 
aifected” by the pogt-war cconomic

The announcement that the 
Kowloon Cricket Club ground 
would, im all ‘probability, be re- 
quired as a reereation ground for 
the troops. in the near future, due 
to an incrdase in the garrison of 
Hongkong, was made by the Presi- 
dent of the K.0.C..(Mr. R. E. Lind- 
sell) at an extraordinary general 
meeting of the members held last 
evening. . 

‘The meeting was called to dis- 


house and ground ‘and the ‘pro- 


M’los, L’'don, A’werp & Hull | posed extension to the existing 


Club house. , There was a large 
Attendance, over which. Mr. Lind- 
sell presided. He was supported 
by the Vice President (Mr, -Ezra 
Abraham)," Mr. J.P." ‘Robinson 
(Hon, Secretary) and Mr, FY G. 
|Herridge (Hon. Hreasurer).. 

The President explained the posi- 
tion fully. He reminded those present 
that the ground was -part of King’s 
Park, one of. the Government recrea- 
tion areas, and was allotted to them 
by the Government yearly on a ten- 
ure Which was terminable by three 
months notice and without any guar- 
antec of renewal in the. following 
year. Five. yenrs ngo when a settle- 
ment of the military lands question 
seemed in sight—a settlement which 
would have involved the handing over 
of the ground to the ‘military—a new 
site in the North part of King's Park 
was definitely allotted to them, .and 
by the end of 1925 that site was 
ready for occupation, 

“The military lands question, how- 
ever, was shelved, and they were not 
required to move. Having quoted 
gome remarks make by the Colonial 
Secretury at a meeting of the Fin- 
ance Committee of the Legislative 
Council om October 26 of that year, 
Mr. Lindsell said that it was perhaps 
unfortunate,.in view of what had hap- 
pened since, that they did not in 
1925-6 determine to claim their new 
site. The fecling'of the members 
generally was against it, as shown 
by the motion carried at the last 
annual, general meeting’ that “we 
stay where we are.” No doubt it 
was felt that having had their tenure 
renewed yearly. for over 20 years, 
they might well hope. for another ten 
years at least of: uninterrupted pos- 
session. . » .

Discussing the, subsidiary question 
of the proposed extention’ to the pre- 
sent pavilion, Mr. Lindsell said the 
cost of making provision for’ bil- 
linrd room and’a redding room would 
be $6,000.-_ A more ambitious scheme, 
costing. $16.000, had been considered, 
but after repented ‘discussions and 
an adverse report from the House 
Committee, it had been dropped in 
favour of the extension shown on 
the plans posted on the notice board 
in January. On Februarys14, the 
plang were submitted to the Building 
‘Authority., Although their ‘architect 
called several times at the Public 
Works Department during. the . next 
three months, he could get no definito 
answer.

derstood that the Government gave 
no guarantee whatever that the -al- 
Jotment of the ground would be ¢on- 
tinued even “in 1928; and (c), 
that it, was clearly understood 
that the Club” proceeded vat its 
risk and that no payment ‘of compen- 
dation would be made. " 

Mr, Lindsell added that the neces- 
sary alterations were made to -the 
plans, which were finally approved. 
By this time, howevér, many of the 
Committee began, to doubt, especially 
in view of the insecurity of tenure, 
the wisdom'of spending any money 
at all on the building, .The Com- 
mittee did not feel justified in going 
on and that mecting had been con- 
yened in order that the whole situa- 
tion might be reviewed. .
